So it may 
be, occasionally, but it is our conviction that men take to 
literature as they do to drink, from an uncontrollable ne- 


cessity.

HE utmost duty which is laid on a human being is not to 

be rich, or comfortable, or famous, but in so far as he 

has anything in him, which can be developed without pre- 
judice to the rights of other people, to work that thing out. 
If a man is born with literature in him, it is his duty to get it 
out even though the process is monotonous and keeps him 
poor. He will find a certain sort of relative comfort in doing 
so, just as, if he had the misfortune to have a charge of bird- 
shot distributed over his person, he would rather pick out 
those shot than do anything else. The process of extracting 
literature from a subject who is charged with it is often pain- 


ful, but it is interesting.

MISTAKE that is very common is to try to draw out 
literature that is not there. This is the error into

ECHOES FROM SUMMER RESORTS. 
LAKE MOHUNK,N. Y., July 11th. 


EAR MR. EDITOR—The peculiarly religious atmos- 
phere of this place puts me in a frame of mind that is 
particularly suitable to writing to you. It is Sunday, and 
according to the hotel rules there is a fine of two dollars for 
desecrating the Sabbath with penmanship, but as the lady in 
the next room with the hay fever is, for her, comparatively 
quiet, and the old gentleman in the room on my other side 
who enjoys the asthma has apparently given up the ghost, I 
feel that I must seize this moment of comparative quiet to 
relieve your gnawing anxieties. 

You will be glad to hear that I am at present carrying my 
four score years and ten with an ease and lightness that is 
truly surprising, and only to be explained by the fact that I 
am the youngest of all the guests assembled here, the rule of 
the hotel being—as you know—that no one under sixty years 
of age shall be allowed to become an inmate, and you must 
produce your certificate of birth when making application. 
This rule tends to preserve the religious calm of the place 
and acts as a check upon all undue frivolity. 

Our host is a most exemplary individual and a Canon of 
the Quaker church, a sort of quaker gun, so to speak. He is 
assisted by a corps of what in England would be called 
‘“‘proctors,” who keep a strict watch upon the guests and 
administer fines and reprimands for smiling, speaking above 
a whisper, being late to prayers, etc., etc. 

We arise at half-past four in the morning ; have prayers by 
our host from five to seven; we then march in to breakfast, 
and, after a half-hour’s “grace,” are allowed ten minutes to 
dispose of our portion of dried apples and warm water. We 
are then given ten minutes to black our own shoes, and then 
back again to prayers, which last until the hour for dinner, 
which meal is dispensed with, as we have been so stuffed 
with spiritual comfort that there is no room for anything else. 
In the afternoon our host usually delivers a lecture upon the 
evils of luxuriousness, or dilates upon the wickedness of lem- 
onade ; after which more prayers, which last until the guests 
hiccough so from emptiness that the voice of the speaker is 
drowned, and we are permitted to go in to tea, which is but 
a repetition of the breakfast. 

The old lady in the next room has begun to wheeze again 
so badly that I must go down to prayers, so no more at 
present. 

MONDAY, 13th.—We are strictly temperate here, nothing 
stronger than rain water—and but little of that—being al- 
lowed in the house. In fact, there is so much stress laid 
upon prohibition here, that I was both surprised and pleased 
to find last evening that our host maintained a private bar in 
the rear of the wood-shed, admittance to which could be ob- 
tained by paying one dollar, and swearing eternal secrecy on 
both the old and revised versions of the Bible. As the death 
of the old gentleman with the asthma left me in the embar- 
rassing position of being the only male guest in the house, I 
naturally felt very lonely, so much so that I may have possi- 
bly made too thorough an examination of the bar’s resources; 
at all events I am feeling very poorly this morning—in fact, 
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I do n’t think this place agrees with me, and if I.eam manage 
to pay all my fines I think I shall set sail for Newport as 
soon as possible. And so, for the present, “Farewell, 
O Araby’s daughter !” Resides

OVERTHROW OF VAN TWILLER—ARRIVAL OF KIEFT. 


HE Fort now met with a 
most annoying mishap. 
Captain de Vries, a 
guest of the Governor, 
who was bowling on 
the green one evening 
with Dominie Bogar- 
dus, missed the pins 
and most unfortu- 
nately bowled the 
ramparts into the 
river, leaving old Van 
Twiller in an unpleas-

likewise very much mortified upon this occasion, as he was 
particularly proud of his personal appearance, and to have 
his roof thus unceremoniously bowled from over his head, 
leaving him standing exposed to view with but three pairs of 
trousers on, was humiliating to a degree.

Van Dinckelagen appealed to his constituents and claimed 
his office under the Civil Service Act, in which he was sus- 
tained by the Old Amsterdam Chamber, and Van Twiller 
was removed, Wilhelm Kieft being appointed in his stead, 
September 2, 1637. 

Van Twiller, when last seen on that day, was making off 
with the National Bank of New Amsterdam, and joined the

St. Lawrence Indians, remaining with them until the statute 
of limitations would allow him to return. 

When he finally came back, owing to the popularity of his 
beer, which business had been continued by his family during 
his absence, he was forgiven his sins, and in virtue of his 
ability in wearing a larger simultaneous wardrobe than any 
other man in town, he attained an enviable position in the 
social firmament of New Amsterdam. 

The newly-appointed Governor, William Kieft, reached 
New Amsterdam on board of the Herring, one of the 
strongest vessels in the Dutch Navy, in March, 1638. 

He was not looked upon with favor by the New Amster- 
damnables, because every second man in town regarded 
the appointment of Kieft in the light of a personal 
affront; and that many unpleasant gtories of the Governor's 
past life were circulated may be readily believed. 

It was reported, among other details, that upon one occa- 
sion Kieft, having failed in business, had compromised with 
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his creditors for one hundred cents on the dollar, and the set- 
tlers reasoned that a man who could be guilty of so flagrant 
a degree of honesty could not fail to carry demoralization 
into the lit- e 4 

tle commu- i hill ie 
nity. 

Inad- 
dition 
to this, 
Gov- 
ernor 
K ieft 
had been Envoy Ex- 
traordinary to Turkey, 
and there were rumors 
abroad that he had 
flirted scandalously 
with the Harem of 
the Sultan, and when 
remonstrated with, had 
added insult to injury 
by wearing his’ boots 
into church. Among | 
such warm-blooded, 
affectionate husbands 
as the Dutch were 
known to be, and with 
their respect for reli- 
gious observances, as 
shown by their never 
venturing to divine service without fourteen pairs of socks 
on their feet, such doings could not find favor. 

He was an advocate of temperance in public, relied on his 
own judgment and invited an offensively partisan Frenchman 
to be his chief adviser. In short, Kieft did nothing to con- 
ciliate those over whose destinies he was called upon to pre- 
side.
